Success  Story  1)  North  Carolina 

An  Extension  educational  meeting  for  poultry  growers  and 
integrators  was  held  on  December  8,  1988,  in  Moore  County,  at 
the  High  Falls  High  School  gymnasium,  from  6-9  p.m.  A  record 
total  of  420  growers  from  five  integrated  broiler  companies 
attended.  A  meal  was  provided  by  the  Carolina  Power  and  Light 
Company,  and  the  North  Corlina  Alternative  Energy 
Corporation.  The  program  was  organized  by  the  new  NCSU  Area 
Poultry  Specialists,  Byron  Hawkins,  and  Sheila  Scheideler, 

NSCU  State  Poultry  Specialist.  This  was  the  seventh  of  ten 
regional  meetings  to  be  held  in  North  Carolina.  Four  video 
tape  monitors  and  a  big  slide  screen  were  used  in  the 
presentation  on  lighting  management  for  broilers,  and  the 
types  of  lights  available  for  their  use.  Video  tape 
information  included  testimonials  by  farmers  using  alternative 
lighting  devices.  Carolina  Power  and  Light  also  had  and 
informational  booth  display,  that  included  handout  material. 

2 )  Texas 

Recruiting  is  a  major- problem  for  most  universities.  Sam 
Pardue  and  others  at  Texas  A&M  have  instituted  a  formal 
recruiting  program,  and  have  seen  their  department  grow  from 
19  students  in  the  spring  of  1986  to  47  in  the  fall  of  1987. 
They  conducted  a  survey  of  undergraduates  and  found  that  the 
4-H/FFA  poultry  projects  represented  the  single  greatest 
experience  in  poultry  projects  prior  to  attending  college; 
that  the  faculty  have  a  tremendous  influence  on  the  students 
choosing  poultry  science  as  a  major,  and  high  school  guidance 
counselors  had  none;  and  that  personal  contact  is  Lite  key  in 
recruiting.  To  me,  this  means  all  faculty  should  be  willing 
to  assist  in  the  youth  programs  at  least  on  a  limited  basis, 
and  that  programs  such  as  some  form  of  a  Poultry  Science 
Institute  where  students  are  brought  to  campus  for  one  or  more 
days,  or  where  workshops  or  seminars  are  held  in  various 
locations,  are  beneficial.  During  these  programs,  students 
meet  faculty  and  are  provided  information  regarding  the 
opportunities  in  the  poultry  industry  and  university  system. 
They  would  be  well  worth  the  time,  effort  and  expense. 

Part  of  their  successful  program  was  due  to  the  initiation  of 
a  modified  Poultry  Science  Institute,  where  workshops  and 
short  courses  are  offered  to  prospective  students.  They  have 
found  that  their  own  students  are  the  most  effective 
-  recruiters,  and  are  used  -to  make  presenta  t  i  ons  at  high  schools 

and  junior  colleges.  Also,  Extension  personnel  have  had  a 
great  impact  on  the  influx  of  students,  through  their  work 
with  fairs  and  poultry  projects.  Sam  plans  to  conduct 
successive  surveys  and  report  the  results  at  the  Poultry 
Science  Annual  Meeting.
